Miesonri University.
The Columbia Statesman, ii.lvocates the

repeul, by the next Legislature, of the Cu-

rator law of last session, requiring the se

lection of Curators from various purls of the
State. The editor snys that since this "law
took eflcr.t, it has been difficult, anJ often
impossible, to get together a sufficient
number af curators to do business." He
says that the last meeting advertised, was a
failure, not a single member residing out ol
Uoone county, being present. We take the
following extract from his article:

According to the existing law the num-
ber of Curators is eighteen, chosen in the
following mnnner, to-w- it : One fiom each
judicial circuit and four from the county
of Boone. At the semi-nniiu- meetings,
eleven constitute a quorum to do business ;

at the spuciul meetings, seven. Not u wheel
therefore can be turned without the atten
dance of from three to seven of the distant
members. Sf these fail, as they often do,
the term lapses and nothing is done ; the
business of the institution, no difference
how important it may be, goes untruns
acted.

Retain, if you please, Curators from va
rious sections ol the Mate. Llioo.se one
in every county if you see proper, but in
nny contingency elect a quorum to do busi
ness in the vicinity of the institution.

Second, for tho first and only instance, as
lar as wo know, in the history ol public in
stitutions of leaniiiiii the Curators are paid
for their services, and paid too out of the
proceeds of tho Stniinarv fund. Paid $2
aclayamlsix cents a mile for every mile
necessarily travelled in attending upon the
meetings of the Hoard. Such a tiling was
never heard of before. For ten years pre-
vious to the ennctment of the present law,
the Hoard regularly met and discharged
with fidelity the duties required of them,
and thut wiihoul pecuniary reward or the
hope of reward. Their legislation, though
valuable to the institution, cost nothing.
Not a cent was drawn from the Slate treas-
ury nor the Seminary fund to pav them.
But undor the present system what is the
fact? The pay disjicnsatioii was ushered In
on the first of April, 1849. From that pe-

riod to tho present time nbout one year
and seven months there have been six
meetings of the Uonrd, costing the Semi
nary lund twelve Uiinarcil and thtrtu-thre- c

dollars and thirty-eigh- t cents laid out and
expended for services which were previous-
ly rendered by members of the Hoard with-
out charge ! !
